ſoned oak, about half a yard deep, and eight inches over, with an iron 
plate at the bottom an inch in thickneſs. Theſe mortars are continu- 
ally ſupplied with water, by little troughs, from a ciſtern filled by buck- 
ets faſtened to the floats or waſhes of the great wheel; which raiſes - 
and works wooden mallets or hammers for pounding the rags in the 
mortars to a pulp or paſte. Hence, that rumbling, heavy, obtuſe 
noiſe, ſo exquiſitely deſcriptive of the ſpeaker is queſtion. But paper-
